While rumor circulates as freely 


the winds among tbe mountains 
stosk values soar higher and higher in 
prophecy of better times to come, the 
B Ac M. railroad is making preparations 
for the largest summer travel ever 
known in the history of Now England. 


Curiously enough, all the Ne-n Eng- 


land roads are finding the elactric rail- 
ways less hindrance to their develop- 
ment than anticipated. Even tbe di- 
rectors of the New York, New Haven & 
Hertford are by no means a unit in tbe 
policy of electrical development for 
small fares, and it may be many rears 
before the Nantasket beach electric sys- 
tem reaches tbe new 815,000,000 station 
in Boston, which has been planned with 
subways for tbe use of electricty in the 
future. 


The B. Ac M. system, it is said, w ill 


neither attempt to stifle electric compe- 
tition nor to compete with it. It has 
figured tbat there is no money in 5- 
cent fares on steam standard guage line, 
with heavy equipment and large main- 
teaenco expence for both rolling stock 
and roadbed. Tbe result throughout 
New England is a general revision of 
time tables and an effort to develop a 
line of daily riding, beyond, the 10-mil« 
limit, and for fires averaging between 10 
and 30 cents. 


While tha electrics take ewe of tbe 


3-cent radius tho New England steam 
railroads will develop zones of travel 
10 to 30 miles cnit, which may have im- 
portant effect upon land values \\here 
stations are located, »ud improved ac- 
cording to time tables. It is at tbe 
present time clear that expensive steam 
terminals cancot be given over to com- 
petition w ith street railways, and tbat 
the best use of such terminals and tbe 
first 10 oc 20 miles of trunk line track 
is tbe operation of express trains carry- 
ing people farther into the country.

way to run races. Not that there has 
been any secret about it, or tbat tie 
method of running races through from 
start to fiuisL is any specialty of 
Sloan's; in - ranee it is the general 
custom. But Sloan bas been tbe med- 
ium in which the proper way of run- 
ning races has been illustrated to tbe 
British racing public. Why trainers 
have reas-m to be glad is because, 
with truly run races, their trouble 
will not be cast to the winds, as it 
too often is through the dunderbeaded- 
uess or conceit of a jockey, leaving 
chicancery out of the question. Of 
what use is it to train a horse to stay 
i distance of say two miles if the first 
mile and a half are run at a canter? 
The staying powers of the horse are 
not brought into play at all. The sor- 
riest cab horse can stay two miles at 
its own pace, but the test of tbe 
thoroughbred stayer is to run bis race 
it racing speed. This we rarely, if 
iver. see done in England unless iconic 
foreign jockey is riding; tben our 
champions. who have gained tbeir 
laurels under other and spurious eon- 
litious, are "chawed up," as the Am- 
ericans have taught us to say.'

Other members of the game are 


ilaced in prisons at various parts ol 
he country. 
The favorite jails arc 


inw located in China and Japan on ac- 
jount of the interest aroused during 
ho late war. A Itading question is: 
'If you were put in a Yokohama pris- 
on, how would you get back to Pek- 
ing?" 


Soon the room becomes filled with 


prisoners, all trying to get home. Half 
3f them are "stalled" in the center try- 
ing to think of the boundary line 
which brings freedom; others are just 
leaving the prison walls. 


When the game has been played fre- 


(luently, those who join in get very 
familiar with the junction of countries, 
and learn many- straight lines and 
clever jumps that had hot appeared 
Feasible before. For those who are not 
quite conversant with geography, easy 
tasks arc given; for instance, to be 
placed.in a Paris prison and find their 
home in Boston. 


No Prison* Needed. 


In Iceland there are no prisoners, 


and the inhabitants ave so honest in 
their habits that' such material de- 
fenses to property as locks, bolts and 
bars are not required. Yet its history 
for the past thousand ye"ars records 
no more than two thefts. 


Of these two esses osie was that of 


a native who was detected after steal- 
ing several sheep; but as he. bad done 
so to supply bis family, who were suf- 
fering for want of food, when be had 
broken bis arm, provisions were fur- 
nislifd to them and^woric. was found 
for him when he washable to do it, and 
meanwhile bo was placed under med- 
ical care; but the stigma attached to 
bis crime was considered sufficient 
punishment.

(-ternian, wlio pioli> seventeen sheep. 
But as he was in comfortable circum- 
stances and the robbery was malicious, 
(lie sentence passed upon him was 
lhat lie felioukl ui. once sell all bis 
property.

America possesses another relic of 


Napoleon 
Bonaparte—the sleigh in 


which he «sscaped from Russia in 1S12 
It belongs to a Chicago woman, and 
has been in her husband's family for 
fifty years or mere. A parchment— 
c*rtifi«vit*, datwl April 7. 1^16, and 
signed by a Bonaparte of Silesia—testi- 
fies that this is the sleigh in which the 
Emperor of the French made his es- 


wonderful piece of workmanship. 


Queen Victoria treasures among her 


relics Prince Charlie's walking stick, 
the one which was mislaid by him on 
the morning of Culloden and afterward 
found in his bedroom. The handle of 
the stick has carved-upon it two heads, 
one representing Wisdom, the other 
Polly. The Queen got it at auction for 
£160. 


The Empress Josephine's piano is in 


a London showroom. It was made in 
1808 by order of Napoleon and present- 
ed to the Empress. It was stolen dur- 
ing the sacking of the Tuileries and 
afterwards sold at public auction. The 
case is of the finest rosewood, orna- 
mented with ormolin, while ttte keys 
are made of mother-of-pearl and tor- 
toise shell. Napoleon's taste is shown 
by the fact that one of the five pedals 
works a drum and triangle attach- 
ment. 


The wedding dress of the unfortun- 


ate Queen Marie Antoinette has been 
discovered in the ancient church of 
Kenuweg, near Vienna. 
It has for 


many generations been the custom for 
Austrian brides to present their wed- 
ding dresses to a church for the adorn- 
ment of an linage of the Holy Virgin, 
or Vo be made into vestments. 


The mirror before which Gen. Wash- 


ington made his daily toilet has for the 
last thirty-five years been hanging in a 
house in Warrenton, Va. It was pur- 
chased at the sale of the personal ef- 
fects of Lawrence Washington, a great- 
nephew of the first President. 
The 


glass is framed in gilt, and at the top, 
in a background of white and black 
enamel, is Washington's coat of arms 
engraved in gold, with his 
motto, 


Exitus acta probat. 


Another Washington relic is a sage 


palm belonging to the White House. 
The present head gardener has looked 
up his history, and verifies the 'fact 
that it was presented to Gen. Washing- 
ton by a Baltimore merchant, who got 
it in Cuba when it had already ob- 
tained a respectable age. 
The plant 


was for a long time at Mount Vernon, 
but one day Washington presented it 
to a fair visitor who admired it. The 
plant was an heirloom until about fifty 
years ago. when with other things it 
was sold'at'auction and secured by the 
head gardener of the White House. It 
is thought to be 200 yearg old—older 
than the Government.

as frequently the grouud is stumpy or 
so uneven that tillage is exceedingly 
difficult. When such a pasture be- 
comes eaten dowu to the very soil the 
sod must necessarily become thin, I£ 
through a whole growing season, tbe 
blades ot" tbe grass are uot allowed to 
develop, the roots must become also 
thin and weak. When like conditions 
that the sod becomes so thin that they : 
exist year by year is it any wonder 
total product is meagre? We must 
work for a heavy and vigorous sod on 
our pastures. Overstocking is a bad 
practice and one that is being abandon- 
ed by our most progressive farmers. 
It will be found cheaper to have more 
grass grown than can be eaten than to 


( have less grass grows than will satisfy 
the herds. There are two ways to save 
a pasture from this fate-—to put so few 
cattle on it tbat they can not eat all of 
the grass, or to feed additional rough 
fodder and grain in the barns before 
turning them on to the pasture. Rich- 
ard Baker has said that his plan is to 
have grass enough for two animals 
and to turn only one ou it. One would 
suppose that this would mean a great 
waste of material, but such is not the 
fact, as land so treated will probably 
bring forth twice as much as it treated 
the other way, and besiues tne cattle 
will always be in good condition.

Pointers on Sheep. 


"When it is desired to cross-brsed sheep 


the grower should ascertain whether 
the breed to be introduced is one that 
will do well in Jiis section of country. 
The highland bred animal wiM not do 
well iu the lowlands. It is^ safest, 
therefore, to confine one's self to pure 
breeds suited to tbe locality where 
they are to oe raised, for cross-breeding 
opens tbe doors to "many troubles and 
complications with which the grower of 
pure breeds lias little to do. 


Sheep are easily raised, but not so 


easily tliat they will succeed on briars 
nntl thistles for food and the hay stack 
for shelter. Tiieir wants are many and 
they must have not only good food but 
a variety^ as well as clean water and 
clean, warm and well ventilated quart 


vegetable matter incorporated with the ers. Wheu one is willing to give sheep 
soil. Coarse manure is used for mulch- 
ing and wHen the clop is removed the 
land is sown to crimson clover, rye or 
other similar <-rop turned under, and 
vegetable matter supplied iu that man- 
ner. Soil of the character indicated, 
iu the absence of a system of irrigation, 
should be filled with humus by the use 
of tbe plowed under crops mentioned, 
to enable it to absorb and retain all 
the 
moisture possible. During the 


early part of the summer the plants 
should be thoroughly cultivated and 
frequently, and in the late season the 
soil.llot shaded by the growing plamX 
shou'rt be covered with a coarse nutlcb 
of straw manure, which will assist in 
tbe retention of tbe moisture and also 
add to the fertility of the soil.
